What is SmartWay?  

• Voluntary Partnership between EPA and the freight industry aimed at reducing fuel consumption as well 
as greenhouse gases and other air emissions.  

• Developed jointly by EPA and several carriers and shippers, including Schneider, Swift, 
Yellow/Roadway, UPS, FedEx, The Home Depot, and IKEA. 

• Freight industry interests – reduced fuel consumption and improved public image.  
• EPA interests – reduced emissions (CO2, NOx, PM) and improved energy security.  

 
SmartWay Emission Reduction Goals  

• 33 million metric tons of CO2 annually by 2012.  
• 200,000 metric tons of NOx annually, with additional reductions in PM and air toxics.  
• 150 million barrels of oil annually (equivalent to removing 12 million cars from the road).  

 
How SmartWay Works  

• Partners receive benefits, including technical assistance and recognition. Most importantly, they save 
money by saving fuel. 

• Freight Carriers (Trucking and Rail Companies) – Agree to work toward improved  
efficiency and reduced fuel consumption over a 3-year period.  

• Freight Shippers – Agree to work toward shipping more of their product with SmartWay Carrier 
Partners, as well as improving their operations.  

• Logistics Companies – Agree to work toward bringing contracted carriers into the  
Partnership, as well as shipping more freight with SmartWay Carrier Partners.  

• Affiliates – Agree to work to promote SmartWay to their members and constituents.

Overview of Fuel-Saving and Emission-Reduction Technologies 

The SmartWay Transport Partnership is establishing several innovative financing programs, such as low-interest loans, 
to make these highly fuel-efficient, low emitting technologies more accessible to interested trucking companies. Greater use of these technologies 
will not only reduce fuel consumption and related costs to trucking companies, but it will also result in reductions in emissions of greenhouse gases 
and other harmful air pollutants.

Small diesel-powered generator mounted outside the 
cab that provides heat, air-conditioning, and electrical 
power to run appliances.

Approx. 8% fuel savings 
assuming 2,400 hours idling per

Single Wide Tires  

 
Traditional dual tires are replaced with one 
single wide tire and aluminum wheel.  Can be 
applied to all tractor and trailer tire positions 
except for the steer tires.  

Approx. $3,000  Approx. 4% fuel savings.  

 
Trailer Aerodynamics  

 
Fairings added to the front and underside of 
the trailer to reduce drag.  

Approx. $2,400  Approx. 5% fuel savings.
